Board Meeting Is 
Called for Action in 
Emergency. 


Nearly all of the city’s 139' a 


public elementary schools were 
closed this morning by a strike 
of school custodians and ma- 
trons. 

About 80,000 elementary school 
children were affected by the 
strike by members of Local 118 
of the Public School Employes 
Union. They are seeking a pay 
increase. 

Nine of the city’s 11 public 
high schools held classes this 
morning because their heating 
plants are serviced by stationary 
engineers, who are not members 
of the janitors union. 

Many of the stationary engi- 
neers entered the nine high 
schools before Local 1118's 
pickets arrived about 7:30 this 
morning. 

The two high schools which 
closed in the morning were Cen- 
tral and McKinley. Their heat- 
ing plants are serviced by custo- 
dians. 

Some High School Close. 
Cleveland, Roosevelt and O’Fal- 
lon high schools were open in the 
morning, but closed at 1 p.m. be- 
cause lunchroom employes, some 
of whom are members of Local 
118, did not report for work. Sol- 
dan, Southwest, Beaumont, Had- 
ley, Vashon and Sumner held 
classes all day. 

However, it appeared that all 
the high schools will be closed 
tomorrow if the strike continues. 
Vergil Belfi, business agent for 
Local 2 of the stationary engi- 
neers’ union, said members of 
his union would respect the cus- 
todians’ picket lines if they are 
still there tomorrow. 

About 20,000 students are en- 
rolled in the 11 high schools. 

There was a possibility that 
the few elementary schools with 
automatic gas or oil heating 
plants could also hold classes, 
even though a custodian would 
not be on hand. 

The majority of the elemen- 
tary schools, however, are 
heated by stoker-fired furnaces, 
which are tended by custodians. 

Some Grade Schools Open. 

Emerson Branch, Cole Branch 
and Marshal elementary schools 
and the Farragut Branch ele- 
mentary school in Beaumont 
High School were able to hold 
classes today, William Kott- 
meyer, assistant superintendent 
of instruction in charge of ele- 
mentary education, said. 

H. Lee Bruns, president of the 
Board of Education, called a 
special meeting of the board for 
1 p.m. today at the Coronado 
Hotel. 

He said the meeting was not 
scheduled for the School Board 
building at 911 Locust street be- 
cause union officers might object 
to crossing a picket line, if one 
were set up there. It was ex- 
pected that union officers would 
attend the board meeting. 

No pickets had appeared at 
the School Board building as of

STEVENSON SLATE

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP) 
—Supporters of Adlai Stevenson 
have announced plans to enter a 
full slate of delegates in the 
District of Columbia’s Demo- 
cratic presidential primary May 
3. Stevenson, the party’s nomi- 
nee in 1952 and 1956, had asked 
his supporters not to enter a 
slate pledged to him. 

But Seymour M. Chase, presi- 
dent of the Stevenson-for-Presi- 
dent Draft Committee of the dis- 
trict, announced yesterday that 
the slate would be entered to 
allow expression by “thousands 
upon thousands of people in the 
district who prefer Stevenson for 
President.” 

The Stevenson slate would be 
the third entered in the race 
for the district’s nine votes at 
the Democratic convention. Sena- 
tor Hubert H. Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota, and Senator Wayne 
Morse (Dem.), Oregon, have an- 
nounced they will enter the pri- 
mary.

The consensus in Washington is 
that the President's “budget for 
national defense is much less 
controversial than the budgets 
for the last several years. No

Some retreat is evident over 
the more controversial issues 
of the past. The intercontinental 
missile programs and the Pol- 
aris program are finally moving 
into the stage where progress 
can be seen. And there is a 
little of something provided for 
most of the demands of all the 
services. 


By what is called a coinci- 
dence in the Pentagon, the com- 
bined expenditures of the De- 
fense Department and the mili- 
tary assistance program are 
estimated to be ‘dentical—$42,- 
745,000,000—in 1960 and 1961. 

“Our hope is,’’ the President 
declared, ‘‘that the heavy bur- 
den of armaments on the world 
may be lightened. But we should 
not delude ourselves. In this era 
of nuclear weapons and inter- 
continental missiles, disarma- 
ment must be safeguarded and 
verifiable.” 

Must Remain Strong. 


“While seeking the true road 
to peace and disarmament, we 
must remain strong,’”’ he con- 
tinued. “Our aim at this time 
is a level of military strength 
which, together with that of our 
allies, is sufficient to deter wars, 
large or small, while we strive 
to find a way to reduce the 
threat of war.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower invited the 
Democratic Congress today to 
join him in a determined effort 
to achieve a substantial surplus 
for the fiscal year closing June 
30, 1961. 


In a technically worded annual 
budget message to Congress, the 
Chief Executive proposed expen- 
ditures of $79,816,000,000 against 
estimated revenues of $84,000,- 
000,000, which would give a 
surplus of about $4,184,000,000 
for the next governmental year. 

This optimistic forecast as- 
sumes that Congress will in- 
crease postal rates one cent each 
on first class and airmail to 
bring $554,000,000 more into the 
Treasury, and epprove other 
revenue measures for a tota 
almost a billion dollars. It also 
assumes Congress will accept the 
White House recommendations * 
on spending. It is fairly safe 

to say Congress will reject both 
assumptions. 
Surplus for this Year.” 

For the current fiscal year 
| ending June 30, the President 
was on firmer ground in pre- 
dicting a surplus of $217,000,000, 
from expenditures of $78,383,000.- 
000 deducted from receipts of 
$78, 600,000,000. 

At this time last January, the 
President forecast an “attain- 
able’ surplus of $70,000,000 for 
this year. This small hope was 
eclipsed by the steel strike. Bud- 
get director Maurice H. Stans 
concedede at a “budget semi- 
nar” Saturday that a “windfall” 
payment to the Treasury by the 
Federal Reserve System of $266,- 
000,000 shortly after Jan. 1, with 
prospects of an additional pay- 
ment in the next six months, 
created the government surplus. 

The additional Federal Reserve 
payments came from increased 
profits on the board’s large hold- 
ings of government securities at 
higher rates of interest and a 
rearrangement of the surplus 
capital of the Reserve banks.

Supreme Court Extends 


RULED OUT 
CIVILIANS AT) 


Decision of 1957 to| 


Include Non-Capital]|! 


Offenses — 
in Wage Case. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that. civilian employes of the 
armed services and civilian de- 
pendeénts of military personnel 
overseas cannot be subjected to 
military trial. 

The Court extended a 1957 de- 
cision in which it had held that 
dependents of military personnel 
could not be court-martialed for 
capital crimes overseas. 

Today’s decision extended the 
ruliag to include civilians ac- 
cused of lesser crimes. This 
broader ruling was given in a 
series of four cases. 

The court was divided 5 to 4 
in two of the cases and 7 to 2 
in .two. 

The Court’s 1957 ruling that 
civilians could not be tried by 
* military courts for capital of- 
fenges resulted in the release 
fram- prison of Mrs. Dorothy 
Krueger Smith, who had been 
conyicted in Tokyo of killing her 
husband, Col. Aubrey D. Smith, 
and, sentenced to prison for life. 
She-is the daughter of Gen. Wal- 
ter Krueger. 

«U.S. Argument Rejected. 

Justice Tom C. Clark, who 
wrate the majority opinions in 
the four cases, rejected the gov- 
ernment’s argument that the 
court should distinguish between 
capital and non-capital cases in 
dealing with offenses committed 
by-civilian dependents overseas. 

Glark said the majority of the 
court did not believe the exclu- 
siorrof non-capital offenses would 
cause any additional disturbance 
in this country’s arrangements 
with many foreign countries con- 
cerning military personnel.

18. The stadium backers would 
obtain tax benefits, as an in- 
centive to spur the project, _if 
the bill is passed. 

A. J. Cervantes, president of 
the Board of Aldermen, ‘said the 
proposed $80,935,000 sports sta- 
dium would be of tremendous 
value to St. Louis and would 
help revive the entire down- 
town area. 

A. Barney Mueller, chairman 
of the aldermani¢ housing and 
land clearance committee, which 
is now considering the bill, said 
his committee is ‘favorably in- 
clined” toward the measure. 


Quick Action. 


“We hope to act as quickly 
as possible on the bill,’’ Mueller, 
Twenty - first Ward Democrat, 
said. “Our committee and all 
the aldermen are fully aware of 
the importance of ‘this proposal 
and the area it covers.” 

Mueller said that within a few 
days he and members of his com- 
mittee will tour the area pro- 
posed for the stadium. He an- 
nounced that the committee will 
hold a public hearing at 2 p.m. 
on Jan. 27 at City Hall. 


Cervantes said he would press 
for quick pasage of the bill when 
it comes up on the floor of the 
board. As board president, Cer- 
vantes presides over aldermanic 
sessions. 


It was announced Saturday 
that pledges totaling $15,775,000 
have been obtained in the drive 
to raise $20,000,000 in equity cap- 
ital for the stadium project. 

In an appearance yesterday on 
“Challenge 60” on KMOX Radio, 
Cervantes expressed approval of 
the amended traffic bill passed 
on Friday by the Board of Al- 
dermen.

Broader Powers. 


The original bill broadened the 
city traffic commissioner's 
powers, giving him the authority:

He said today he had no 
information about the new or- 
ganization and indicated he 
anticipated no difficulty in being 
re-elected. 

His runing mate, Mrs. Char- 
lotte Corcoran Lee, who also 
has served since 1936, has two 
opponents, but Diuguid said the 
independent group has not yet 
indorsed anyone for committee- 
woman. 

"Fhe independent organization’s 
handbill calls for voters to work 
for Diuguid’s election and thus 
help ‘‘secure equal opportunities 
for all in places of public ac- 
commodation, city and state em- 
ployment, employment on tax- 
supported projects and appren- 
ticeship job training.” 

Dwyer told the Post-Dispatch 
he has long favored the objec- 
tives listed.

Some Russians felt there was 
some ulterior motive: behind the 
postponement and Americans in 
Moscow frequently were peppered 
with, ‘“‘When is Eisenhower com- 
ing?” 

As a general and as a states- 
man, Mr. Eisenhower’s, recep- 
tion is expected to be even 
warmer than the greeting Vice 
President Nixon received. 

Letters appeared in the Soviet 
press from factory and farm 
workers extending invitations to 
Mr. Eisenhower to visit them. 

There are no golf courses in 
Russia. A favorite joke in Mos- 
cow is that the Russians will 
have to hurry and build one for 
their distinguished visitor.

“If this is the only amount the 
President intends to recom- 
mend,”” Karsten remarked, ‘‘con- 
struction may be delayed and the 
project will become more costly 
than was originally intended. 

“It's wasteful to try to plan 
economical construction sched- 
ules with such inadequate appro- 
priations. This is a most hap- 
hazard way of proceeding.” 

Symington said he would seek 
to have Congress appropriate the 
‘full amounts” that city officials 
have requested. He noted that 
an orderly schedule had been 
laid out for construction of the 
project, based on advice from 
officials of the National Park 
Service, which is supervising the 
project under joint federal-local 
financing. 

Referring to the long history 
of the project. on which con- 
struction was started last. year 
after many delays, Symington 
observed “‘The federal govern- 
ment has a commitment of more 
than 20 years’ standing that 
should be honored by providing 
sufficient funds for the project.” 

The $5,686,875 requested by 
Tucker was in addition to a:‘sum 
of $2,503,125 he had asked for to 
finance work on the project be- 
tween now and the start of fiscal 
1961 next July 1. Members of the 
St. Louis delegation in Congress 
last week asked the Bureau of 
the Budget for a supplemental 
appropriation to meet the small- 
er request. They have not yet 
received an answer. 

(In St. Louis, Mayor Tucker 
declared the proposed appropria- 
tion “is sadly and disapponnt- 
ingly inadequate.’’ Referring to 
the efforts to obtain the $2,503,- 
125 sought to finance work on the 
park before next July 1, Tucker 
said the need of it “appears un- 
appreciated by the Budget Bu- 
reau.”” 

(“It is absolutely essential that

Guard. Present strengths, main- 
tained at the insistence of Con- 
gress, in spite of a previous 
recommendation for a 10 per 
cent reduction, are 300,000 and 
400,000 respectively. 

Navy, Marine Corps and Air 
Force reserves are maintained 
at present levels. 

Provision is made to give 20,-

Air Force combat wings are 
reduced by five to 91. The re- 
duction is two strategic wings 
and three air defense wings.

Operation and maintenance 
funds are up $184,000,000. The 
President pointed out that the 
increase comes largely from the 
complexity and higher degree 
of maintenance for newer weap- 
ons and equipment. As examples 
he noted that the cost of each 
flying hour had risen 11 per cent 
in two years and each steaming 
hour 15 per cent. 


Less for Aircraft. 


Combining procurement and 
research, development, test and 
evaluation, expenditures for air- 
craft for all services will be 
$655,000,000 less than for 1960 
and $1,604,000,000 less than in 
1959. Total expenditure is still 
large, amounting to $6,477,- 
000,000. 

The total for missiles of all

Herbed Vegetable Platter

Later that day a reader tele- 
phoned us for some information 
and during the conversation men- 
tioned that she had tried the sour 


“I cut down on the amount of 
onion,”” she admitted, “‘because 
I thought the children might not 
like it, and the dish definitely 
lacked something. So I tried it 
again, using the full amount of 
onion, and it was divine.” 

What is the connection between 
these two incidents? Both are 
examples of the basic fact that 
it’s the seasoning that makes 
the difference between average 
and superb food. 


When you read a recipe, those 
little items of “one-fourth tea- 
spoon ginger,” “one-half tea- 
spoon oregano” or “one-eighth 
teaspoon marjoram” may seem 
unimportant. But don’t under- 
estimate them; they are little 
but mighty. 

This is the fun part of cook- 
ing—the experimenting with sea- 


seasoning is a fine art »rather 
than a scierice. 

Also, individual tastes . vary 
greatly. The herb or spice that 
turns a dish into a symphony of 
flavor for one person may have 
no appeal for another. Person- 


_ ally, we have been accused of 


f 


cooking with a clove of garlic in 
one hand and a bottle of wine 
in the other, and we must con- 
fess that we are firmly convinced 
these two agents, discreetly 
used, go a long way toward giv- 
ing character to many a simple 
dish. However, we have friends 
who shudder at the very thought 
of garlic, so this business of sea- 
soning becomes a personal thing, 
largely a matter of patient ex- 
perimentation. 

Find your own favorites, and 
those of your family, and do use 
a light hand while you are ex- 
perimenting. An overly-seasoned 
dish can be in as poor taste as 
an overly-dressed woman, There 
should be just a whisper, an un- 
dertone, of any seasoning; nev- 
er, never should it be overpower- 
ing. 

The list of seasonings which 
contribute to creative cookery is 
a lengthy one indeed. In addi- 
tion to herbs, spices and wines 
there are flavoring extracts, 
honey, seasoned salts, seasoned 
butters, sour cream, aromatic 
bitters and bottled sauces such 
as tabasco, worcestershire and 
liquid smoke seasoning. 

Relatively recent arrivals are 
such convenience items as instant 
minced onion, chicken stock base, 
blends of salad herbs and many 
types of vegetable flakes.

New Technique Able to Spot Moving 
Targets 2600 Miles Away — First

A MAJOR ADVANCE IN RADAR has been made at the 
Naval Research Laboratory with development of a radar that 
can see over the horizon and detect missiles as they are launched 


from submarines. 

The development is being 
viewed as one of the most sig- 
nificant breakthroughs in radar 
technology since radar was de- 
veloped at the naval laboratory 
in the 1930s. 

For the first time a radar has 
been built which is not limited 
in its detection vision to the line 
of sight from the transmitting 
antenna. The new radar, which 
has been given the code name of 
Project Madre, can bend its 
beam over the horizon to pick 
up moving targets as far away 
as 2600 miles. 

From a technical standpoint, 
Project Madre is expected to 
epen a whole new approach. In- 
stead of the present “brute 
force’’ technique of building ever 
bigger antennas and ever more 
powerful transmitters to extend 
range, a method has now been 
found for getting extremely long 
detection ranges with relatively 
low power. 

From a military standpoint, 
Project Madre is expected to. 
help fill in many of the gaps, 
particularly on the sea frontiers, 
which now exist in the missile- 
pomber detection network sur- 
rounding the continental United 
States. 

A few Madre stations along 
the eastern seaboard of the 
United States anc Canada could 

rovide a radar detection fence 
Eisecting the North Atlantic from 
the Equator to the Arctic. 

THE MADRE SYSTEM is 
being viewed within the Navy as 
one answer to the increasing 
threat of missiles launched from 
a Soviet submarine fleet which 
is being equipped to fire air- 
breathing and ballistic missiles. 
The Madre system, it is believed, 
could provide early warning of 
the launching of such submarine- 
based missiles. 

The Madre system offers pos- 
sibilities of detecting low-flying 
bombers, a troublesome detec- 
tion problem for present radar. 

Project Madre is the brain- 
child of Dr. Robert M. Page, di- 
rector of research at the Naval 
Research Laboratory and one of 
the key figures in the discovery 
and development of radar before 
World War II. Secret work on 
Project Madre started nearly 10 
years ago as a result of a theo- 
retical idea suggested by Dr. 
Page. 

In recent years an experi- 
mental Madre radar has been 
operated from the grounds of 
the laboratory in southeast 
Washington. The experimental 
set has demonstrated the valid- 
ity of the basic concept. 

It has picked up tasgets over 
the horizon and in s™me in- 
stances has detected ballistic 
missiles as they were launched 
from Cape Canaveral, Fia., 
about 700 miles away. 

A $4,000,000 prototype Madre 
station is under construction on 
the Chesapeake bay near Chesa- 
peake Beach, Md., and is sched- 
uled to be completed next Sep- 
tember. Unlike the saucer- 
shaped antennas of conventional 
radar, the station will have an 
antenna resembling a great steel 
fence—330 feet long and 150 feet 
high—perched on the cliffs over-

be able to make noticeable improvements in 
traffic flow within the city limits, and perhaps 
even beyond. The city will be in much better 
position now to co-operate in control measures 
with those county municipalities that adjoin it. 

The aldermanic session so far has been 
unusually productive where matters of some 
substance are involved, and the majority floor 
leader, Alderman James W. Noonan of the 
Third Ward, deserves a bouquet or two. In 
addition to the traffic bill, other Tucker Ad- 
ministration proposals that have been adopted 
since the fall include a school fire safety 
measure requiring all public and parochial 
schools to comply with the 1945 building code; 
and a bill setting up procedures for handling 
applications to redevelop blighted areas, par- 
ticularly adjacent to the riverfront and in the 
proposed stadium area. 

Three other proposals still hanging fire in- 
clude the public accommodations bill, ap- 
pointment of a full-time Off-Street Parking 
Director, and fixing the route of the Ozark 
expressway through South St. Louis. Each 
has been debated at length and each deserves 
passage on its merits. Let us hope that Alder- 
man Noonan can persuade his Democratic col- 
leagues to support the Mayor and put these 
ordinances on the books reasonably soon. 


Never Again 

The Missouri Highway Department in gen- 
eral and its Kirkwood District office in par- 
ticular ought to learn two important lessons 
from the case of Edgar T. Burch. Burch is the 
Highway Department right-of-way agent work- 
ing out of Kirkwood who collected rents on 
four dwellings on state-owned land from 
which they should have been removed a 
year ago. 


First, the Department should be much 
more vigilant against conflicts of interest than 
it was in this case. Burch ran a Clayton real 
estate firm of his own on the side, and this 
provided the ever-present danger that he 
would be tempted into combining public and 
private business, which in fact he did. Sec- 
ond, the state ought not to displace home 
owners and others whose property it takes 
until it is reasonably close to using the ground 
for highway purposes. Burch found it possi- 
ble to attract tenants to the vacated buildings 
because he knew, in light of the Department’s 
construction plans, that they had been emptied 
prematurely; there was plenty of time for 
somebody to turn a quick profit without the 
state’s being any the wiser. 


Burch’s discharge ought to be followed up 
by legal efforts to recover for the State 
Treasury all rents and real estate commis- 
sions paid on the property, as well as by a 
firm resolve that this kind of deal will not 
happen again. 


False Spring 

Spring is not supposed to come in January, 
but growing things are not aware of this. 
They go by the weather, not the calendar. So 
the midwinter spell of unseasonably high 
temperatures has started a swelling of buds 
and a greening of shoots. Gardeners may be 
apprehensive, yet they have little to fear. 
Even if some buds have developed to the 
point at which they are doomed by a falling 
thermometer, new ones will form when the 
true growing season begins. And there is no 
complaining about this false spring by those 
who have noticed its salubrious effect on 
their fuel bills. 


Crisis for De Gaulle? 


The dismissal of Antoine Pinay as French 
finance minister is the most dramatic revela- 
tion so far that the De Gaulle government is 
not all harmony and cordiality. Pinay is a 
conservative whose anti-inflationary policies 
have not pleased a goodly number of De 
Gaulle’s backers who advocate more radical 
economic measures. These include Premier 
Debre. 


Yet the appointment of Wilfrid Baumgart- 
ner of the Bank of France as Pinay’s successor 
suggests that major innovations are unlikely, 
and that disagreements in this area are 
not the prime reason for Pinay’s departure. 
That is more likely to be found in his devo- 
tion to NATO, the Common Market and other 
agencies of international co-operation. His 
criticism of De Gaulle’s coolness toward 
NATO hardly has been concealed. 


Since more than a few other French poli- 
ticians see no hope in De Gaulle’s tendency 
to “go it alone,” there is talk of a crisis when 
parliament reconvenes. Yet under the consti- 
tution of the Fifth Republic, which makes the 
president a sort of.uncrowned king in a blue 
serge suit, the deputies at most can topple 
Premier Debre; and if they do, parliament 
will be automatically dissolved. With or with- 
out a parliament, the constitution authorizes 
De Gaulle to rule by decree. 


A further step toward his brand of isola- 
tionism would be disturbing to the other 
members of NATO and also to France’s Com- 
mon Market partners, already concerned 
about Pinay’s departure. This breach is a 
reminder that De Gaulle has accomplished 
relatively little since the coup of May, 1958, 
brought him back into the presidential palace. 
The worst handicap to French progress is the 
expense of the Algerian war. Despite the re- 
stricted offer of independence to the Al- 
gerians, that war drags on. 

De Gaulle’s original supporters, 
those in the army, are most strongly o 
to a more active attempt to reach a settle- 
ment. Each passing day of frustration and 
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The Saturn, which will have almost three 
times the power of the Russian rockets which 
have hit and circled the moon and sent satel- 


_ lites dwarfing ours into orbit, has been starved 


for funds. Any question of the urgency for 
pushing Saturn and other projects could easily 
be resolved by reading through a 41-page re- 
port, made by the House Space Committee 
last January, entitled, “The United States and 
Outer Space.” The report outlined what 
needed to be done, explained the urgency, 
and warned that “money cannot buy back all 
the time that has been lost by neglecting a 
foreseeable need.” 


It was before this committee that Dr. Glen- 
nan testified last Feb. 2 that, “We are behind 
the Russians on the time scale because they. 
have bigger boosters. We shall have to spend 
large sums of money and work harder.” As 
an alternative, he said we could spend our 
money “buying telescopes to watch the Rus- 
sians pioneer in space.” 

As his third step, Mr. Eisenhower calls for 
a reorganization of the act which created 
NASA. The Space Committee, designed to 
advise the President on space policy, would 
be dropped. It should be. It rarely méets 
and has accomplished nothing. NASA would 
be given direct and unequivocal responsibility 
for developing a space program. The several 
inquiries which Congress is to make into 
space and rocketry will have to determine if 
these changes go far enough to streamline 
NASA and enable it to operate efficiently. 


NASA sprang into being during the turmoil 
that followed the first sputniks. It is to be 
hoped that it will function better with some 
of the strings removed and with proper fi- 
nancing. If it does not, the Soviet space 
— are going to draw further ahead 
of us. 


Where to Get Lab Services 


One answer to the need of St. Louis county 
and some of its municipalities for crime labo- 
ratory facilities would be to explore the pos- 
sibility of contracting with the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department for use of St. Louis’s fine 
police lab. The county and its municipalities 
have the power to make contracts for services 
of this kind. They might be able to obtain 
superior service at substantially reduced costs 
by contracting for use of an existing facility 
rather than pouring capital into what might 
very well turn out to be an unnecessary dupli- 
cation. County leaders interested in service 
and not patronage would carefully explore 
all the possibilities. 


So Buyers May Know 


Senator Douglas of Illinois and four other 
Democrats have introduced a bill that merits 
the closest attention by the new Congress. 
It would require “lenders and vendors to tell 
the truth about interest rates and finance 
charges,” to use the Senator’s words. It would 
benefit the consumer not only directly, but 
indirectly in that it would tend to hold down 


borrowing and thus tend to put a brake on 
inflation. 


The problem is bigger than most persons 
realize. Personal debt now amounts to 175 
billion dollars. Consumers owe this on install- 
ment purchases, automobile loans, personal 
loans and mortgages. During the 1950s per- 
sonal debt rose 160 per cent, according to the 
Senator’s figures, while disposable income 
went up only 60 per cent. The Federal Re- 
serve Board reported recently that consumer 
installment credit reached another record at 
the end of November, standing at more than 
38 billion dollars. 


Senator Douglas’s position is that too often 
‘the consumer is deceived into paying a 
higher cost for credit than he has been led 
to expect by the huckstering of a fast-talking 
salesman; true annual rates running as high 
as 30 to 40 per cent are camouflaged in terms 
which are seemingly modest because they are 
stated as monthly rather than annual rates, 
and are further disguised.” 

As the legislation would work in practice, 
a dealer who now tells a purchaser only that 
a new phonograph will cost so much down 
and so much a month will be required. to 
make clear just how much the carrying charge 
will amount to. Or, a small loan company 
that now tells a borrower only that the in- 
terest rate on a loan is 3 per cent a month 
will be required to state that the annual in- 
terest rate may be 36 per cent. State anti- 
usury laws have not prevented all abuses, 
but opponents are expected to assert never- 
theless that regulation of this type is a job for 
the states. It would seem to us, however, that 
the arguments in favor of the Douglas bill are 
just as valid as they were for the 1958 auto- 
mobile price-labeling law. 

It is unfortunate that legislation such as 
this, which seems clearly in the public in- 
terest, may become entwined in the expected 
election-year Democratic effort to blame the 
Administration for mounting credit costs. It 
is preferable, certainly, to standby com- 
pulsory credit controls, an anti-inflationary 
mechanism mentioned from time to time in 
Government circles. The purpose of the 
Douglas measure is not to control consumer 
credit, but to provide the consumer with addi- 
tional facts he needs to manage his own finan- 


cial affairs. They are facts to which he is |

New Landmark for the Old Post Office 


Architect Says Old Building Lacks Significance, Urges Proper Redevelopment 


Frederick C. Sternberg in the 
St. Louis Construction Record 


Mr. Sternberg is the president of 
the St. Louis chapter of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects. However, 
his statement here does not neces- 
sarily reflect the attitude of the 
chapter. 


When all the sentiment is sifted from 
the facts one can reach only this con- 
clusion concerning the Old Post Office 
site: The interests of St. Louis would 
best be served by the razing of the 
Old Post Office and the proper rede- 

ent of what is perhaps the most 
important single block in the city. 

The word “proper” must be under- 

scored, because

The “proper” redevelopment of this 
site could leave some room for argu- 
ment. However, many are agreed that 
the “‘best” plan for the block would 
entail a tall office building designed to 
occupy only one third or less of the 
area with the remainder devoted to a 
plaza. Underground parking also would 
be included in the “best” plan. 

In the “proper”? development of this 
site, the essential consideration should 
be that whatever is done here should 
fit into the overall concept for St. 
Louis’ central business district to be 
set forth in the Downtown Master 
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Plan which will be released by the 
City Plan Commission early in 1960. 

The most compelling reasons for re- 
development are these: 

Value of the property, which in re- 
cent years has been realistically esti- 
mated at more than $2,500,000, is cer- 
tainly not in keeping with the use pres- 
ently made of it. True, the postal fa- 
cilities are valuable. However these 
can be relocated to allow for more 
profitable use of this tract. With the 
completion of the new Federal Build- 
ing at Fifteenth and Market most of 
the other government offices now lo- 
cated in the Old Post Office will be re- 
located there in much more efficient 
and attractive quarters. 

Tax yield from this property is pres- 
ently nil because of its federal owner- 
ship. Properly developed by private 
interests, this square block would re- 
turn substantial tax revenues to the 
city annually. 

Attractions of persons, employes and 
other business men, would be tremen- 
dous if a proper office building were 
built on this site. 

Downtown is primarily commercial,

Other than 
the fact that the Old Post Office, orig- 
inally known as the Old Custom House, 
is old (constructed 1872—1884), it holds 
no particular historical associations. 
It is a landmark in downtown St. Louis, 
but it can be seriously questioned 
whether this is the kind of landmark 
in which St. Louisans can hold pride. 

Architecturally its prime virtue lies 
in its solidity. Functionally it is long 
outmoded. 


Periodically the proposition that this 
building could serve as a transit ter- 
minal is revived, yet several serious 
studies of the feasibility of using the 
tunnel beneath the building for public 
mass transportation have concluded 
that this could never be economically 
feasible. 


While the case for replacing the Old 
Post Office with a proper development 
is strong, the A.I.A. has recommended 
that there first be legislation which 
would empower the City Plan Com- 
mission or some other qualified agency 
to pass on any large construction 
plans anywhere in the downtown area. 
Certainly, this valuable square block 
should be developed in such a manner 
that it would be in the public interest 
as against a quick spequlative venture. 
In this way downtown St. Louis could 
be assured of a new landmark to 
which present and future generations 
of St. Louisans can point with pride.

The steel strike has left a 
backlog of demand of all types.

“I always get nervous when I

The internal structure of the 
market suggests some misgiv- 
ing. Although industrial stocks 
have curled around from the 
August-October dip to approach 
new peaks, railroad shares have 
been bounceless since the mid- 
die of the year. 

Historical note: Rails lagged 
in 1937, before the break in the 
fall of that year; they lagged 
again in 1946 tefore that au- 
tumnal decline. Are investors 
and speculators shying from the 
rails because they think prosper- 
ity is overrated? 

Anyone who has been cau- 
tious about the postwar stock 
market has been wrong. Each 
setback has been the prelude 
to new highs. And today, 
prosperity and expectations of 
prosperity are at a peak. 

Our danger is monopticism— 
seeing with one eye only one 
side of the balance sheet. 

In 1929 we got monoptic about 
prosperity. In the depression 
thirties we got monoptic about 
economic stagnation. And now 
all we can see are the soaring, 
sizzling, supersatisfying sixties. 

When money is tight and 
stocks sell to yield far less than 
bonds, it doesn’t pay to be com-

Up until then he was 
very nice to me and I was surprised when he turned against 
me. But there must have been other people who were happy 
to take advantage of the incident. 

“I was warned that when I left the country he was going 
to follow me with his attacks. My friends couldn’t believe I 
was saying those things in Argentina about the United States. 
I should have come back and proved I hadn’t. But we all 
make mistakes. 

“I’m not mad at Winchell. 
brotherhood.” 


Miss Baker said many of her French friends ex- 
pressed surprise that she was going back to the United 
States. “I’ve told them I have nothing to fear. I’m 
going home. I know people have hearts and I think 
I'll be welcomed because I think people realize I wasn’t 
against America but I was just trying to bring people 
together, Great progress has been made between 
peoples and I think everyone now wants to live in 
peace.” 

‘ Miss Baker has had a tremendous success in Paris. A 
revue she is appearing in is in its ninth month. She said she 
will play in Florida, Chicago and then open in a revue on 
Broadway. 

“When I go back,” she said, “I’m going to rest up for 
two or three days so I'll be in a good humor and when the re- 
porters ask me any questions I won’t say anything bad.”

He faced the giants of profes- 
sional football and pro basket- 
ball. 

He didn’t give any ground 
there, either. 

He never took hold of anything 
he couldn’t handle. 

But, despite all these things, 
George De Gele was afraid 
when the mountain got him. 


De Gele is a bull of a man at 
267 pounds on a square six-foot, 
one-inch frame that’s big enough 
for most physical endeavors. 
But not enough for a man bat- 
tling a mountain. 


De Gele got trapped on Bill 
Williams mountain near here the 
weekend after Christmas. That’s 
when he first thought about 
dying. 

For De Gele was literally 
frozen in a standing position on 
the side of that 9400-foot peak. 

He’s all right now. His feet 
and hands—frostbitten during a 
17-hour ordeal as he leaned 
against a scrubby tree—do his 
work. 

They still ache. Soon, though, 
they will be all right. But, the 
mountain made him think. 

“Tt really makes a person 
realize how small one individual 


person is against nature,” he 
reflects. ‘“There’s no fighting 
nature.” 

‘‘When the elements are there, 
they are there. And they’ve got 
you whipped.” 

The 38-year-old De Gele runs 
a television repair business in 
this northern Arizona com- 
munity. 

He was looking for a break in 
the 14-mile cable from the com- 
munity to the peak, when he 
stepped off a boulder and fell 
into a 20-foot snow bank on Dec, 
29 at 5:30 p.m, 

A snowshoe broke. His fall 
cut a cavern in the snow, be- 


cause he was carrying a coil of , 


wire, a box of tools, hooks and 
a radio. 

He could breathe, and he was 
able to stand up and walk. But 
the broken snowshoe proved to 
be his downfall. He made it 
about 4000 feet down the side 
of the mountain. 


“I tried to go on,” he recalls. 
“But I couldn’t. My clothes 
were wet with snow from the 
drifts and when the sun went 
down, they froze. 


“I had three inches of ice 
chest high. I found a scrubby 
tree growing out of rock in four 
feet of snow. So I leaned against 
it. I. knew if I lay down, I'd be 
done for.” 

De Gele soon could not lay 
down. His frozen clothes had 
made’a human snow and ice 
figure out of him. His hands 
and feet were numb, 
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At 11 p.m. “I gave up hope,” 
he said. 
i “I said to myself, “You’ve had 


“It's the first time I ever 
thought I would die. 


“I tell you I hope I never go 
through that again. I lived my 
whole lifetime over. I tried to 
think back. 

“I prayed. I prayed that if 
I came off the mountain minus 
anything, I didn’t want to come 
off . . . I thought of my child. 
hood and family. 

“I felt I had lived a pretty full 
life. I had no bitterness, no 
disappointment.” 


An employe, Wendelin Unter- 
eriner, found De Gele by fol- 
lowing the route of the TV 
cable De Gele went to fix. De 
Gele had radioed he had a 
broken snowshoe and couldn’t go 
on. The radio failed to function 
after that. 


Untereriner found De Gele at 
12:30 a.m., seven hours after he 
stopped moving. He scraped the 
snow from the rock and broke 
the ice from De Gele’s clothes. 
He built three fires with flares. 

Then he helped De Gel lie 
down on the coals. 

“I didn’t get burned,” said 
De Gele. “And I never got warm. 
There’s no doubt but that Un- 
tereriner saved my legs.” 

And the mountain? 

“T never used to respect it, I 
do now. 3 

“I’m still not afraid of it. % 

“But I respect it.”

In this case South helped the 
coup along by dropping the six 
of hearts on the first trick. This 
made it appear that the deuce 
of hearts was in the East hand 
and that the seven of hearts was 
the beginning of an encouraging 
signal. 

West swallowed the bait, never 
suspecting what was going on. 
His partner had bid hearts, the 
queen of hearts had won the first 
trick, and his partner had ap- 
parently signaled for a continua- 
tion. Hence West led his other 
heart. 
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This gave South an “impossi- 
ble” game. He captured the king 
of hearts with the ace, drew 
trumps, and led the jack of 
hearts to discard a losing club 
from the dummy. Then he could 
safely knock out the ace of dia- 
monds. 

The defenders could get a 
heart and a diamond, but only 
one club. This was not enough 
to defeat the contract. 


South would go down if he won 
the first trick. East would get 
the ace of diamonds and the king 
of hearts and would then lead 
clubs to make sure of two club 
tricks,

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FROM the standpoint of heat- 
ing efficiency, a fireplace rates 
pretty low. But since it has so 
many other things in its favor, 
people still build homes with 
fireplaces and people continue to 
build fires in the fireplace. 

Some fireplaces will smoke 
because they were improperly 
designed and constructed or be- 
cause nearby tall buildings, trees 
or even TV aerials create a 
downdraft in the chimney. A 
lot of fireplaces, however, smoke 
sintply because the fire in them 
is not properly built or wrong 
kind of wood is used. 

A fireplace will smoke unless 
enough heat is generated by the 
fire to produce a good draft. 
Many people hold a piece of 
burning paper up in the fire- 
place throat to warm the flue 
before lighting the fire. This 
will often prevent smoking which 
occurs when a fire is first lit. 


. Wet and green wood will burn 


rather slowly and at low temper- 
atures which means that they 
won't get the flue hot enough to 
maintain a good draft. Many of 
the softwoods such as pine will 
also burn at a low temperature 
and these produce a smoky fire. 
Well seasoned hardwoods pro- 
duce the best fire but some

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A fire needs plenty of fresh 
air to burn properly and keep 
from smoking. If all the doors 
and windows in the room are 
closed tight, chances are there 
won’t be enough air to insure a 
good fire and it will smoke. 

To get the maximum heat out 
of a fireplace, allow a bed of 
ashes to accumulate. 

Close the damper of the fire- 
place after the fire is out to 
prevent wind coming down and 
blowing the ashes into the 
room and also to prevent heat 
loss through the chimney. 

Don’t use a fireplace as an in- 
cinerator for burning trash and 
papers. The fine ash produced 
by burning paper may float into 
the room and particles of un- 
burned trash will make it diffi- 
cult to get a good fire.

THE OLDER I GET, the more I am inclined to tiptoe into 
@ new year, looking backward over my shoulder with appre- 
hension, and looking forward with wonderment, Once upon a 
time, each new year was a delight, something which required 
Ee ee ee ee three weeks of practice to 
write correctly on letters 
and checks, Each one 
promised great things. 
Now, at 52, the world 
whirls faster and ever fast- 
er.

I have inordinate pride in my family, my home, 
myself, my work, my boat, my dogs, even in the way I rap out 
Irving Berlin’s ‘‘Remember’’ on the player piano. 


Pride is a brittle form of vanity. The Russians 
have it and will not yield to the Americans. The 
Americans have it and will not yield to the Russians. 
Castro has it and will not yield to anybody. I know 
an electrician who has a great deal of it. When I asked 
him a question, he picked up his tools and said: “Do it 
yourself” and walked out. Later, I saw him with his 
wife and children. They were dressed poorly, and his 
car was a heap of junk, but he kept his pride intact. 


He’s not so bad. Once, when I was broke, an editor phoned 
and asked me for a magazinesarticle. My regular price was 
$1000. He offered $400. I told him that I was sorry. We ate 
pride for the next few weeks. 

Pride is like salt. A little of it goes a long way. I wouldn’t 
think much of a woman who did not have some pride in her 
appearance; a man who didn’t think he did a better job than 
the men around him; a child who didn’t come home glowing 
over a good mark on a report card. We need a little vanity. 
How much is too much? 

I don’t know. However, as this new year rolls into high 
gear, I will spend a little time kicking my pride in the pants; 
not too often, of course, because mine bruises easily, but 
enough, I hope, to desensitize it. 

My wife had pride. She was, first, last and all the time a 
lady and I couldn’t ask her to take a message on the telephone 
without Elinor asking herself if this might be a degrading act. 
My mother had pride too. She had to be dressed the neatest, 
with the seams straight, when she was blind. Grandma Bishop

AFTER MY RETURN from 
Cripple Creek, I regarded my- 
self as a full-fledged actor. It’s 
true, I was out of work, but this 
was a badge of honor in show 
business. My mother, crazed by 
my success, now turned the 
housework over to my father 
and started peddling me from 
agency to agency. This was no 
easy task. Occasionally I got a 
job singing illustrated songs in 
a beer garden. 


Luckily for me, I went on 
late in the evening. By this 
time most of the patrons were 
in a stupor from the beer and 
they didn’t pay too much at-. 
tention to my singing. 


I remember the title of one of 
the songs I sang. It was “* "Neath 
the Old Chestnut Tree, Sweet 
Estelle.”” Although I didn’t re- 
alize it at the time, this was a 
foretaste of the kind of jokes I 
was to tell later in life. 

At a theatrical agency one 
day, my mother met a very 
beautiful Englishwoman named 
Irene Furbelow. She said she 
was a famous actress from Lon- 
don and that she had an act so 


"You Bet Your Life" show. 


spectacular that, in England, 
people spent most of their time 
toasting her in vintage cham- 
pagne. She needed a young boy 
singer, she added. Someone who 
could entertain the audience 
while she changed her costumes. 
She had seven weeks booked on 
the Interstate Circuit and of- 
fered to pay me $15 a week. 
This was quite a raise in salary 
from my first job, and when I 
saw her I jumped at the offer. I 
would have jumped at her, too, 
but I was 15 and she was 23 and 
I realized that we could never 
be happy together on my salary. 


The Interstate Circuit com- 
prised the large cities in Texas 
and Arkansas. After rehearsing 
two weeks with the glamorous 
and sexy Irene, it was fairly ev- 
ident that she had even less 
talent than I had. 


In those days, the acts played 
the entire circuit as a unit. Like 
most vaudeville bills, this one 
had its customary quota of 
comedians, acrobats, singers and 
dancers, The headliner was a 
tall, swarthy Neapolitan named 
Professor Renaldo. He had 
greasy hair, a waxed mustache 
and an animal act. He also had 
a wife whom he took great care 
to conceal. I didn’t blame the 
professor. She was “four-eet-11, 
tipped the scales at 200 and had 
a mustache almost as long as 
the lions’, 

Renaldo’s specialty consisted

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of strolling nonchalantly into 
a cage full of snarling African 
lions, equipped .only with a pis- 
tol, a whip and a chair. After 
a trememdous amount of whip- 
cracking and snapping, the lions 
would then wearily go through 
their few feeble tricks. The min- 
ute Irene Furbelow saw him, I 
realized that my affair with her, 
which was still in the hopeful 
stage, had come to a dead stop. 
She went for him as though he 
were the last lion tamer on 
earth. Our act was called “The 
Coachman and the Lady.” I'll 
give you just one guess who the 
coachman was. It was I, 
dressed in a purple jacket with 
brass buttons, white trousers 
tucked into purple boots, and a 
yellow high silk hat with a cock- 
ade on one side. 

The opening night was unevent- 
ful. The second night, just as 
Miss Furbelow and I were war- 
bling our big duet, two of the 
lions broke loose while being 
transferred from the large stage 
cage to their individual cages. 
One of the loose lions, undaunt- 
ed by our singing, walked from 
the wings to the center of the 
stage and roared angrily at the 
audience. The theater was emp- 
tied in 30 seconds. Miss Furbe- 
low and I, panicky with fear, 


ran for the nearest refuge. This 
turned out to be the men’s room. 
I was scared and embarrassed, 
but happy, for this was the 
first time since we had met that 
I had her all to myself. Sad to 
say, we never got this close 
again. 


The professor eventually 
coaxed the loose lions back 
into their cages. We had a 
much tougher time coaxing the 
audience back into the theater. 
Not because of the lions, but 
because of the fear that Miss 
Furbelow and I would resume 
our singing. 


By this time I was more care- 
ful about money. As the weeks 
rolled by, each payday I tucked 
away most of my salary against 
the day when the tour would 
end. I kept my money in a 
“‘grouch bag.”’ This was a small 
chamois bag that actors used 
to wear around their necks to 
keep other hungry actors from 
pinching their dough. Naturally, 
you’re going to think that’s 
where I got my name. But it’s 
not so. Grouch bags were worn 
on manly chests long before 
there was a Groucho. 

Things went along unevent- 
fully until we reached Waco, 
Tex., the end of the tour. The 
last night there, Miss Furbelow 
gave me my return ticket to 
New York and ran away with 
the lion tamer, leaving behind 
his wife and the lions. 

I was sorry to see Miss Furbe- 


home, all I found was some 
folded, old newspaper. Being a 
Gentleman of the Old School 
(P. S. 86... Lexington avenue 
and Ninety-Sixth Street). I 
won't say that Miss Furbelow 
copped my savings. But I will 
say that she was the only one 
who knew where I kept the 
money. 


I now had an empty grouch 


bag and an even emptier 
stomach. Luckily for me, there 
were a number of little old 


ladies on the train, with lovely 
little lunch boxes filled with 
lovely bananas and hard-boiled 
eggs. I suppose that, at that 
age, I must have been even 
more hypnotic and fascinating 
than I am today, for when I 
arrived in New York I was eight 
pounds heavier than when | left. 

I now had had two flings at 
show business and had nothing 
to show for it except my un- 
requited love for Miss Furbe- 
low and a distended stomach 
from the many yards of ba- 


nanas I had consumed.

Going back to the days when botulism was 
first identified, it got its name from “botulus,” Latin 
for sausage. And that, of course, is why today we are 
careful to keep such meat products under proper con- 
ditions of refrigeration, to prevent the harmful bacteria 
from having a chance to multiply. 


Botulism, therefore, is not something we associate with 
vegetables: and that is why I’m not unduly alarmed over the 
particular thing you mention—getting botulism from frozen 
vegetables. 

So far as that is concerned, frozen vegetables, handled 
according to directions, are proving themselves to be depend- 


we can take for granted that people who do their own freezing 
will be just as careful in seeing that they are clean. 


Certainly sampling raw vegetables or fruits without 
proper washing is not a good practice. There is, for 
one thing, the need for washing away any sprays that 
may have been used on the produce while growing.

Rocket for a Space Station

A ROCKET SO HUGE and 


powerful that it could land on © 


the moon and later return to 
earth is not likely to be built 
within the ‘next few years. The 
first men on the moon will prob- 
ably reach that natural satellite 


Work has already begun on a 
system capable of initiating and 
sustaining an orbiting space sta- 
tion from which a moon flight 
could be made. 

If funds are made 
available to Wernher von Braun 
and his space team at Huntsville, 
Ala., their Saturn system may 
be completed in time to put a 
man on the moon by the end of 
1965. 

The Saturn complex will be 
the most powerful rocket in 
the United States arsenal when 
it is completed. In addition, 
it will have more thrust than 
anything the Russians have yet 
unveiled. Plans are to cluster 
eight existing reliable rocket 
engines, each with a thrust of 
165,000 pounds, as the first 
stage. An Atlas or Titan inter- 
continental ballistic missile 
would serve as the second 
stage,-and an as yet undevel- 
oped rocket engine using liquid 
oxygen and hydrogen as high- 
energy fuel would be the third 
stage. 

It is anticipated that the third 
stage motor will be ready for 
use by the time the other com- 
ponents become operational as a 
unit. 

Total thrust would be about 
1,500,000 pounds, weigh about 
1,000,000 pounds. An orbiting 
payload of 17 tons would be rea- 
sonable for such a system, with 
seven tons in fuel and hardware 
for fabrication in space of a 
manned lunar rocket. 

The Saturn system would also 
be capable of impacting 3000 
pounds on the moon in a straight- 
away thrust. 

Seven or eight rockets chould 
be enough to take into orbit the 
60 or 70 tons that would be nec- 
essary to fabricate the moon 
ship. 

The lunar rocket thus con- 
structed would already have an 
orbital speed of almost five miles 
a second and would need only to 
add slightly more than two miles 


a second to reach escape speed 
(velocity required to overcome 
the earth's gravity). This would 
require far less

Once the astronaut has reached 
the mother ship, the ferry will 
be emptied of its lunar samples 
and either replaced inside the 
larger ship or left in orbit to be 
used possibly by other expedi- 
‘tions.

It seems fair to suggest that 
millions of other dinosaurs failed 
to leave their tracks behind 
them, In most Gases the tracks 
were washed out by rain before 
the mud—or sand—could harden 
and become rock.
